"Whether it is to be classified is not 
possible to say," McCloskey told a 
news conference. 

For years the volume has been for 
sale to the public for $3.50. It con- 
tains biographical paragraphs on offi- 
cials of the State Department, U.S. 
Foreign Service, Mission to the United 
Nations, Agency for International De- 
velopment, Peace Corps, Arms Con- 


Information Agency and Foreign Agri- 
cultural Service. 

There was speculation the move was 
ide in order to prevent Central In- 
jence Agency agents in U.S. em- 
ies from being identified.
